BALANESUU FOUND 
GUILTY BY JURY 


Cleveland, Ohio, October 21.—(?)— 
Ermil “Frenchy” Balanescu, young 
drug clerk sat in county jail here to- 
night under sentence of one to twenty 
years in Mansfield reformatory for 
administering potions which « .used the 
fatal poisoning of his sweetheart, Dor- 
othy Elizabeth Kirk. 

“Frenchy's” trial on a manslaughter 
charge, which lasted nearly two weeks, 
came to an abrupt end this afternoon 


when a jury of six men and six wom- 

en found him guilty after deliberating 

three hours and a half, within 15 min- 

utes sentence had been pronounced and 

the youth was back in jail to await 
his trip to the reformatory. 
Died in Hospital. 

Dorothy Kirk died in a_ hospital! 


August 22. When “Frenchy” met 
her last spring she was suffering from 
a stomach disorder. The state charged 
that her youthful suitor, posing as a 
doctor, gave her various medicines 
while her health gradually failed. 

After her death police found in 
Dorothy’s rooms some pills which Ba- 
lanescue admitted buying at a drug 
store. The coroner’s autopsy showed 
that the girl had been taking these 
pills and that they contained a poison 
which produced her death. 

The defense of Balanescu was that 
he never knowingly gave the girl 
any poison and that he lied to her 
about being a doctor only “because 
he loved her and wanted her to think 
he was somebody.” 

Mother Collapses. 


Ermil was enwtionless until his 
mother, Mrs. Anna MBalanescu, who 
was his constant companion during the 
trial, collapsed with the reading of the 
verdict. Then he burst into tears 
when he saw his mother carried past 
him. 

Defense attorneys made a last re- 
sort to save the youth from a prison 
term and asked that the probation 
department be allowed to investigate 
the case but Judge Weygandt re 
fused.

HELP FOR SOUT 


AIM OF MEYER 


Declaring that he had given no inti- 
mation whatever that he advised 


southern farmers to burn any part of 
their cotton crop, Eugene Meyer, Jr., 
head of the special cotton commis- 


sion named by President Coolidge, who 


will preside over a conference in At- 
lanta Saturday to discuss the cotton 
situation, Thursday wired Senator 
William J. Harris, of Georgia, that 
“there was nothing whatever in my 
mind which could in any way be con- 
strued as a reflection on the people of 


the south in whose interests I am try- 
ing to do something helpful at the 
present time.’’ 

Senator Harris wired Mr. Meyer 
Tuesday, protesting against any inti- 
mation that the south intended to 
burn any part of its cotton crop. 

Statewide interest has been mani- 
fested in the conference here Satur- 
day, over which Mr. Meyer will pre- 
side and which will assemble repre- 
sentative bankers, business men and 
agricultural leaders from all sections 
of Georgia. The purpose of the con- 
ference is to consider Georgia’s part 
in relieving the critical situation in 
regard to cotton. 

Support of cotton growers of the 
south in the farm relief fight, to be 
resumed before congress in Decem- 


i ber, now is the goal of the legisla- 


tive committee representing 30 mid- 
(le western farm organizations, which 
lave a total membership of more than 
. million, according to Associated 
Press dispatches from Des Moines 
Thursday. For this purpese, the dis- 
patches said, the grain belt federa- 
tion of. farmer organizations has 
called a conference to be held at St. 
Louis November 16 and 17 and has 
invited all southern states to send 
representatives. 

Mr. Meyer’s visit to Atlanta is a 
result of the government’s interest 
in the cotton crisis and the desire

If history teaches any lesson, it 
teaches that justive is done to na- 
tions in time as surely as to in:i- 
viduals in eternity. 

The “Power not ourselves” of which 
Matthew Arnold speaks ig “always 
making for cighteousness.” So once 
great and powerful nations have per- 
ished and others are perishing before 
our eyes. Nothing avails to save 
them. Neither wit, money, manners 
nor physical prowess can avert the 
ultimate doom of states which have 
forsaken righteousness 

Its processes move with the delib- 
erate certitude of fate. But in so far 
as mea can verceive the working wf 
this universal scheme it is not built 
on the lines of a cash register, nor 
does it exactly record every deed of 
good or ill, The main tendency of 
men and nations. not their isolated 
acts, determines their destiny, 

Buddhist thinkers. acting on the 
theory ‘that bur-anity is governed by 
a spiritual force which measures 9dut 


rewards and penalties both here and 
hereafter prec'sely according to men’s 
deeds, concluded that life itself was 
essentially evil. If 2 purely mechani- 
cal justice of this sort prevailed their 
conclusion might be justified. 
The Christian revelation, on the 
other hand, recognize a different and 
a higher principle than even justice. 
“W here sin abounded,” said St. Paul, 
grace did much more abound.” Man 
may sow the seei of future punish- 
ment, but God sows the seed of eyer- 
lasting mercy. How else could the 
best of us hope .o stand before His

In the second place, survival in the 
sense of our living in others only is 
not survival at all.

Washington, October 21.—Republi- 
cans, through their two national cam- 
paign organizations, have spent $466,- 
821 in the congressional contests now 
being waged according to a report up 
to October 15, filed today with the 
clerk of the house as required by law. 
The democratic report has not been 
received. 

Of this total, the republican na- 
tional committee spent $347,000 and 
the republican congressional committee 
spent $119,821. What individual can- 
didates and various committees work- 
ing for them have spent does not show 
in the reports. 

At the start of the campzign, Sen- 
ator William M. Butler, chairman of 
the republican national ° committee, 
estimated that about $500,000 would — 
be spent nationally in the campaign. 
The figures to date are still within 
that limit. 

Prominent Contributors. 

Contributors to the republican na- 
tional committee's chest included 
these well known persons: Felix War- 
burg, New York banker, $5,000; See- 
retary of War Davis, $3,000: Vice 
President Dawes, $1.000; Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Blair, $500:
